The great moral light and financial prince of 
Waupun, William Hobkirk. has in fact abscond- 
ed, and the information is réceived that he has 
gotten away with large a sum of money, and the 
depositors and other creditors of the old reliable 
Corn Exchange Bank of Waupun are short to 
the extent of between $85,000 and $150,000. 
Whither he has gone no one seems to know—not 
even his wife, who amjved at the scene of the 
excitement Wednesday night, and says earnestly 
that she has received no word from him, and bad 
not the slightest inkling of his intended depar- 
ture.

MR. THOMAS H. SEYMOUR, 
who did business in this city for Hobkirk, and 
who is a loser to the@amonnt of $6,000 on a draft 
eashed for him as late as last Saturday, went up 
to Waupun Wednesday, and, afier taking au oh- 
servation of matters connected with the affair 
and making some inquiries, returned bere yes- 
terday and was interviewed by a Tripune re- 
porter. Mr. Seymour said that Hobkirk had 
actually cleared out, and Wednesday the excite- 
ment among the depositors and others ho gath- 
ered around the bank was great.

THE TELLER OF THE BANK:

He was pointed to by all the good peo- 
ple of Waupun as a model to pattern by, and 
not even a thought was entertained of a possi- 
bility of his absconding or committing any sect 
unbecoming an honorable man. He was at that 
ripe age, 52, where men do not move impulsively 
even if in trouble. Had say one cast 
the shadow of asuspicion op William Hobkirk a 
momeut previous to his departure, he would have 
deen im danger of tar and feathers. Many could 
not aud would not entertain the first reports 
concerning his absconding, and some were loth 
to give up their reliance in bis honesty until all 
doubts as to his departure had been dispelled. 
There was more nishment expressed at the 
act than anvthi else, and all seemed very 
much disappointed in the mac whom they had 
known and tried so long. He was correct im his 
habite, addicted to no viees of aserious kind, and 
having been a man of such strict integrity, 
his departure puzzled the people greatly, and 
especially the honest yeomanry who had 
patronized um.

RAILROAD DISASTER. 
Kansas City Tymes, Aug. 12. 
It was generally known about the depot that a 
special train, containing General. Manager Rob- 
ert 8. Stevens and General-Superintendent 


General- Superintendent Robert Harris, of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, and General- 
Manager Perkins, of the Burlington & Missouti, 
was coming in on the Hannibal, being ex- 
pected at the depot at 6 o'clock, and 
this, coupled with the fact the Bt. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern had en 
eight-car passenger and two sections of an im- 
mense cattle-train on the road,—the North Mis- 
souri running over the Hannrbal’s track to the 
janction, 9 miles distant,—afforded any quan- 
tity of food for sensation-mongers, and, as 
usual under such circumstances, they were not 
slow in denouncing it. Learving the location 
of the accident, the big curve just this side of 
Randolph Station, distant between 3 and 4 
miles from this city, a Times man at once 
sped there ina buggy, but found the wreck 
by no means as bad as expected, the two 
engines having borne the brunt of the 
fearful shock, although things were shaken up 
pretty lively in and about Supt. Harris“ special 
car, which was the one that contaived the rail 
road officials. ‘he stock train got off exceeding- 
ly easy, taking all things into consideration, the 
ret car being where the great damage was done 
it being telescoped clear through the engiue an 
tender, and twenty-one of the twenty-two cattle 
it held killed.

THE SIOUX GOMMISSION. 
Special Correspondence of The Chieago Tribune. 


Cunvenwe Riven Agency, Dak. Ter., Aug. 2. 
Tue four Commiggioners who are arranging 
with the Iadians for a Great Council of all tribes 
interested in the Black Hills, arrived here on 
Friday last, after a tedious journey scross 
the plains. They brought with them ten head 
men of the Brule and Ogallalla bands, living at 
Spotted Tail aad Red Cloud Agencies, and were 
escorted by Egan's company of Gray-Horse Cav- 
alry. The whole made quite 
AN IMPOSING DISPLAY 

in the Indian villages ; and it was am to see 
the effect upon our own Indians as they éntered 
the country of their brethren on the Missouri. 
The coming of the ** Great White Chiefs had 
been heraided by Indian runners, and at every 
hamlet the entire population turned out and 
lined the road, calling out “How! how!” in 
friendly greeting. The white men of our 
party shook hands with all comers, and took 
pains to show our new friends that 
we were glad to meet them. But the Indian 
delegates would bave no such foolisl ness; they 
fixed their eyes squarely to the frout, snd rode 
forward without relaxing a muscle, The Indian 
is passionately fond of counciling, and is glad 
to see his friends; but he wants it attended with 
a due degree of smoke and solemuity. 

This Agency is situated on the bank of the 
Missouri, 275 miles above Yankton by land, and 
450 miles by water. 

THE RESERVA TION 
extends 80 miles along the river, and westward 
to the Black Hills, including a vast area of very 
worthless land. If it is the object of the Gov- 
ernment to make the proud warriors of the Sioux 
Nation feel their depeudence, this is a good 
place for them to live; but, m any other view, 
the location is a mistake. A part of the land 
belonging to the reservation will afford pastur- 
age, but only in hmuited amount. and it will never 
be fit for cultivation. Witnim the next two years 
all the wood in reach of this Agengy will be ex- 
hausted, and the choice of a new location will 
then be of pressing necessity. . Some wood and 
good water may be had on the banks of the 
Belle Fourche, within the limite of the reserva- 
tion; but it is doubtfel whether the timber 
would long answer the requirements of the 9,000 
Indians at thie Agency. indians are everywhere 
prodigal in the use of wood; and, io the winters 
of this latitude, a liberal supply is necessary to 
preveut great suffering. 
A COUNCIL 
was held here to-day, at which the Commis-ion- 
ers, and representatives of ali the tribes and 
bands at the Ageney— Saus Ares, Minneconjous, 
Two Kettles, and Blackfeet—were present. 
White Swan. Bali-Eagie, Burnt Face, Rattling 
Rib, Charger, Duck, Little-No-Heart, Biack 
Tomahawk. White Ear, Spotted Bear, and Yeliow 
Hawk were the princinal Chiefs and Head-Men 
of the Missouri-River Branch of the Sioux Nation 
in the Council. 
MR. BINMAN, 
Chairman of the Commission, explained the ob- 
ject of the President in destring to make a new 
treaty with the Sioux ; that the treaty they now 
have is not a good One, and was never under- 
stood by the Indians ; and that, under it, they 
can never become prosperous. The agreement 
made at Fort Rice aod Fort Laramie vides 
that they are to have clothing for thirty years 
and rations for four years. These four years 
are now gone, end Congress for the last two 
years has given them food gratuitously; the 
metbers talk about it a great deal every winter, 
end, unless some new arrangement is made, 
they will soon stop giving to. them. 
Again, there is not money enough provided 
to furnish clothing for the whole people, There 
are always old women and men, and children, 
who never get any blantets; and, if 2 only 
received the blankets that their Great Father 
gives them, they would freeze to death. We 
wish to make a treaty that shall provide clothin 
for all the Sioux who are good people and do no 
fight the President, and food for all who will be 
ready to live like white people and educate their 
children. Tne country here is not good for 
farming, but there is one thing they can do: 
they can have cattle, and sheep, and horses, It 
is proposed to make thie treaty so that the Great 
Father shall provide the Sioux with cows, so 
that they can raise cattle. Ik they will, each 
man may soon have his own beef and mutton, 
But the American people cannot do all this for 
nothing: the Great Father wisbes to 
BUY A PART OF THEIR COUNTRY,-— 
the Black Hills and the Big Hora country: and 
in thirty days the Commissioners will meet all 
the Sioux near Red Cloud Agency, in Grapd 
Council, to discuss the matter; and then every 
man will be heard who wishes to speak. Ample 
preparation haa been made to entertain ail 
guests, and it is probable thas they will not have 
to return barefooted. 

The Indians listened to Mr. Hinman’s address 
in deep silence.

ERIE. 

New Tonx, Ang. 19.—-Sit Edvard Watkins. the 
Chairman of the Stockholders’ and Bondholders’ 
Committee of the Erie Railway in England,

Efforte are still making to induce the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad to join the other roads 
leading from this city to the East in advancing 
the passénger rates to Eastern points, This 
line, however, is determined that no raise shail 
be made until the Pennsylvania, the Baltimore 4 
Ohio, and the, Michigan Southern Railroads 
cease their discrimination in favor of St. Louis 
aud other Western points. Both the Pennsyl- 
vania and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads continue 
to take passengers from St. Louis to New York 
at $20, and, ns long as this figure is not raised, 
the Michigan Ceotrai will not go above $15 from 
Chicago. 

The Michigan Southern is also just now trying 
its hand in discrimioating against this city. This 
railway is accused of selling tickets to New York 
at $20 via the Toledo, Wabash & Western from 
all points where the latter road intersects Chi- 
ano lines, such as Decatur, 
Peoria, Quincy, Springfield. 

As it if the Michigan Ceotral gets but few 

through passengers from the West and South- 
west, and its managers have to keep up the low 
rates from Chicago, or stop running through 
trains altogether. 


THE KANSAS CITY FIGHT. 

The fight between the Kansas City roads is 
still going on, aud the rates to Kansas City con- 
tinue as low as ever. In, spite of the protest of 
the Chicago lines, the Hannibal 4 St. Josepn 
Railroad contioues to sell tickets from Kansas 
City to Chicago for $5, aud $10 for the round 
trip. The 8t. Louis, Kansas City & Northern 
also sells tickets to Chicago, via the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad, at the same rate as the Hannibal 
& it. Joe. Owing to these extremely low rates 
Chicago is getting the bulk of the Southwestern 
traffic, — tho Pacific on this ac- 
count refuses to reduce its prices to 
St. Louis. The St. Lows, Kandas City 
4 Northern is, however, selling tickets 
from Kansas City to that town for $2. But 
this war is carried on on the freight as well as 
the passenger business, As announced 
day, the freight rates to Missouri River points, 
— * to this war, are pow lower than ever be- 
fore, and, as this season's crop will soon come 
forward, this fight will benefit shi greatly. 


CHICAGO & LAKE HURON.

The solidity of the the body beneath forms an un- 
yielding mass, against which the wheels of con- 
stant traffic will grind the brittle substance of 
the piteh iuto powder. Tus was the case with a 
cement peving which, in Boss Tweed’s time, 
the Ring had spread over the stone paving in 
New York. It was soon pounded, between the 
wheels of the heavy vehicles and the stone be- 
neath, into Cust and pudding, and it was con- 
demned as a nuisances by the Board of Health, 
but not, however, until the contractors and their 
patrons bad been well paid for the job. 

The manner of laying the foundation flag- 
stone in the Rochester paving is suggestive, and 
modern use of an old idea. Mr. Meaill may 
recollect of 2 in his travels, with some of 
the old Roman walls yet standing. If they are 
on the Continent, like those that may be seen 
in Wales, it will be noticed that they are made 
of flat stone laid in layera, bearing one upon 
another, at an inclimation of about a triangle: 
one course leaning upon another like a row of 
brick fallen down upon each other. The whole 
body of the wall thus leans upon itself for sup- 
port; spd such @ wall has stood for centuries, 
and will so stand as long as a pile of rubbish that 
has fallen down upon itself, and that is to the 
end of time. The stones, being laid shingie- 
wise upon each other, under the coarse rubble 
on the street. have an equal bearing, as uniform 
as the surface of the earth; and no one can go 
dowa to displace something else. 8 
equivalent to it is needed in the foundation 
the wood paving; and it is what bas not been 
adequately provided for by any sysvem of paving 
in use ip this country. The main trouble with 
the ‘‘manner of laying” the wood-paving Tur 
Trrevunxe alludes to, is, that the pressure of the 
trafiic is not properly dutributed over a broad 
surface, It is mot ‘‘solidness that we want, so 
much as évenness of pressure on the ground- 
surface, through the structure or combination of 
the material ont of which the paving is made. 
Any person may observe when a very heavily- 
loaded wagon is drawn over the wooden paving 
there will bea sinking of the paving beneath 
the wheels, that will Cass on like a wave as the 
wageo proceeds, This procees of sinking and 
rising is a ruinous process to the paving, The 
pitching is broken; the parte of the paving are 
detached aud misplaced ; the water sinks in be- 
low the wood foundation aod forms pools of 
saft mud, which is pumped up, by the vibration, 
to the surface. The process may be slow, but itis 
certain destraction tothe paving. This vibration 
is what causes the moving of the courses of the 
blocks across the streets in the shape of the 
moving serpent. J UNTUS. 

CRIME IN 10W4A, 
To the Editor of The Cihacace Tribune: 

Cuicaco, Aug. 11.—Under the above heading 
Tun Tarmune of yesterday comments on the 
alarming prevalence of ail kinds of crime in 
Iowa, and thinks it to be the consequence of the 
abolishment of capital punishment in that State. 
Now, it is a fact that from no past af the North- 
west fewer cases of crime are reported than 
fro:a Wiscopein, and yet Wisconsin has the hon- 
or of having been one of the first States to 
abolish the death-penalty. This, then, cannot 
be the chief cause of tte increase of crimé in 
Iowa; it must be sought in some other circum- 
stance. 

In comparing the two States, we find that they 
are subject to pearly the same natural im- 
fluences; that they are both deficient in 
large cities, which, in all countries, 
are tbe Principal hot-beds of crime; 
that they are both agricultural 
States, and that their popplation is mainly made 
up of the same national elements, native Amerti- 
cans from the Eastern States, Germans, Scandi- 
navians, etc., with this difference, however, that 
in Iowa the native Americans preponderate, 
whereas in Wisconsin the foreiga-bora popula- 
tion, with their chüldren, are of greater pumeri- 
cal strength, Both States are in al! essential 
partiealars governed by the same laws, with the 
exception. however, that Iowa has a stringent (7) 
temperauce law, which is rigidly entorcedin ail 
thej coucties ia which the foreign-born citi- 
gens are in a small minority: whilst Wie- 
vonsin has no such restriction oa the gustatory 
and social habits of its citizens. In Wisconsin 
the European fashion of drinking beer or wine 
moderately, m public localities, and generally as 
an exhiiarating accompaniment to 4 social chat, 
is more and more spreading among all classes of 
the population. In Iowa, on the contrary, ex- 
cept the belt of counties lining the Mississippi, 
in which the foreigo-born element is largely rep- 
resented, clandestine tippling of bad whisky and 
other brain-maddening compounds from the 
drug-store has become the custom in conse- 
quence of its Temperance law. We are inclined 
to look in the direction of that law for the chief 
cause of the increase of crime in Iowa rather 
than Uo ascribe thie deplorable state of things to 
the abolishment of that relic of barbarism—the 
death-peualty.

GEN. SHERMAN AT ST. PAUL.

Sr. Pau, Min., Aug. 11.--Gen. Sherman, who 
is staying here at the Park Place Hotel, was 
serenaded this evening by the Fort Snelling 
Band. A concourse of some four hundred peo- 
ple crowded the grounds in front of the hotel, 
attracted by the music or impelled by a desire to 
see the veteran hero. In response to the en- 


pressed desire of many volunteers of 61-8, the 
Genera! made his appearance, and stated that he 
hoped those present would not expect of bim a 
speech; he vasa soldier, and making speeches 
was beyond bis province. It was for a soidier to 
do rather than to talk. Facia non verba should 
be a soldier's motto. Bot as they had requested 
bim to come and speak with them, courtesy de- 
manded that he should do g. beard s nothing yes 
him greater pleasure at any time than talk 
old soldiers, —to those who had offered themse 8 
upon the altar of their coun:ry when dismember- 
ment and ruin threatened the most perfect Gov- 
ernment on God's earth, He was at their com- 
mand now. Time was when it was for him to 
command and for them to obey; but pow, in 
these days of blessed peace, their positions wae 
altered, and he was always ready to comply 17 os 
their requests and obey their —— 
power das very jimited now. but so far as taste 
his power lay he would at all times and under all 
circumstances be glad to serve them if they 
would onty point out to him how he eould do 80. 
The stirring times of 1861~’65 were fast fading 
from the memory of the civihan, but they would 
never be expunged from the soldier's memory, — 
the bloody characters were too deeply cut to be 
even seared out by the seorching rave of 
life’s nooptide, and the paralyzing frosts 
of winter would leaye them fresh and green 
sil.

The probability, if not certainty, is 
that the Government to purchase $400,000,- 
000 of bonds would have to pay currency 
therefor at the rate of 150, requiring $600,- 
000,000 in greenbacks to purchase $400,- 
000,000 of bonds. This would be an addition 
of $200,000,000 to the public debt. Leaving 
out of the account the interest at the rate of 
3.65 m currency,

An inflation sheet which denies that fluctu- 
ating greenback scrip is worth less than 100 
cents on the dollar because a creditor is com- 
pelled to accept it in payment of his claim at 
par, publishes this curious statement : 

Suppose a merchant desires to possess $1,000, gold, 
what course does he pursue? He goes to a broker and 
says; “4 want to buy $1,000 gold.” The broker says: 
“ The rate ie 13. I shall require your certified check 
or bank notes to the amount of $1,130,” That s mer 
chant should wish to sell greenbacks at 87% cents on 
the dollar is absurd. 

How this proves that a scrip dollar is worth 
par is something not easily comprehended. 
Some men in the New York Gold Board buy 
greenbacks with gold; other men sell green- 
backs for gold. Suppose a merchant has 
$1,000 of greenbacks which he wishes to sell 
for coin; in the above case the rate is 13 per 
cent; how many real dollars will he get for 
his scrip? Ans.—$875.75; the discount or 
loss will be $124.25 on the $1,000 of green- 
backs. He will therefore receive 87} cents 
for the nominal scrip dollar. The next day 
it may not be more than 80 cents, as it is 
all a matter of luck and chance what the pur- 
chasing power of a greenback may be from 
day to day. But, says the wild-cat concern: 


as good a tender for the debt as the gold dollar would 
be, for which he must part with his greenback dollar 
and fourteen cents besides, If he wants to buy »s 
house and lot, he will not be asked when he makes s 
proposition to purchase what kind of money he ex- 
pects to pay; the price will be stated, and the deed 
delivered on the payment of greenbacks, Suppose he 
says to the seller: “I will give you $1,000 for your 
house and lot ;” and the seller says: “I will take it,” 
and the agreement is put in the proper form of writing 
to bind the bargain. But suppose when the deed is 
ready for delivery that the seller says: “I demand 
gold in payment.” The buyer will refuse, and the 
courts will compel the seller to deliver on the payment 
of greenbacks, It will be observed that greenlacks 
command all commodities, 
But supposethat the man who sold the house 
sold it with the understanding that he was to 
be paid in coin, would it be right to make 
him take scrip worth 87 per cent of its face? 
Nobody denies that in the payment of a debt 
the law of Congress, passed during the crisis 
of the nation’s existence, compels the cred- 
itor to accept the scrip in full payment of the 
house and lot or debt, no matter whether 
the scrip is worth 87}, or the half or tenth 
thereof ; but that does not make it right to 
continue such a system of uncertain currency 
in time of peace, when the Government is 
abundantly able to redeem its scrip, at least 
by giving an interest obligation therefor, as 
it originally agreed todo. The wild-cat concern 
says thatif a man owes anybody a dollar, the 
greenback scrip is as good a tender for debt 
as the gold dollar would be. But let him go 
into a store or grocery to buy some goods, 
and see if his greenback is as good as a. gold 
dollar. There is not a store in Chicago but 
will give him 12 to 14 percent more goods 
for a gold than fora greenback dollar. It will 
be the same if he goes on the Board of Trade 
to purchase grain or provisions, or to the 
dealers in cattle, lumber, or coal. Let him 
visit any real-estate agent and see if he can’t 
purchase lands, lots, and buildings for 12 to 
14 “off” for coin payment. Real money is 
worth 100 cents on the dollar, but green scrip 
is worth what one can get for it; sometimes 
80 cents, at other times more; just as it 


happens. 


The New Orleans Times of the 10th inst.,

The trade- union formed by some of the 
publishers and booksellers of America has 
commenced its work of terrorism in Chicago. 
One bookseller who has been supplying the 
Public Library—that is, the Chicago public, 
and especially the poor—with books at 
rates somewhat below those “fixed” by 
the Bookseller’s Union, but high enough to 
yield him a living profit,—this bookseller 
was waited upon Thursday by a committee 
of the firms in the Ring and was threatened 
with the denial of all opportunities to buy 
books from dealers if he persisted in refusing 
to sell them at what are in many cases extor- 
tionate rates. It costs but an inappreciable 
trifle more to produce a book now than be- 
fore the War, but the War-prices are rigidly 
maintained. This makes the schemes of the 
Booksellers’ Union still less excusable. In 
any event, however, terrorism will not pay. 
The game won't work. Ignorant laborers 
may sometimes be pardoned for this sort of 
criminal folly, but there is no excuse for in- 
dulgence in it by men who, like the publish- 
ers concerned, are educated enough to know . 
better. 


The Anprerson-Aaassiz school of natural his- 
tory at Penikese Island, although forced by 
lack of money to close ita own doors, has sug- 
gested aud started schools of the same sort— 
open-sir academies—in Tennessee, in Ohio, and 
in Ilhpois.

The Rev. Henry Ward Beecher is spending his 
summer-vacation at the Twin-Mountain House 
He preaches in the pariors on Sundavs. aod 
boids exhortations and prayer-meetings therein 
of evenings.

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WHY WAS IT DONE? 
SWAMPING THE BUILDING OOMMITTEB. 

Some discussion was had yesterday, among 
members of the County Board, on the action of 
the Board at its last meeting in adding the Pub- 
lic Service to the Building Committee to look af- 
ter excavating for the foundation of the new 
Court-House. Some pretended to say that Com- 
missioner McCaffrey, who made the motion for 
the joint committees to do the work, at the time 
labored under the idea that for the mem- 
bers of the Building Committee to make the 
excavation alone was an imposition, for very 
few of them were physically able to bandie the 
piek or shovel; hence he reinforced the Com- 
mittee by adding thereto the muscular strength 
and experience of the Committee on Public Ser- 
vice. This idea, however, was as devoid of 
friends as another, which was to the effect that 
the matter was given to the Joint Committee 
with a view to testing the dirt-throwing capacity 
of the Board as compared with an equal number 
of Aldermen, who were expected to enlisted 
in the same delig work. 

Commissioner McCaffrey was asked for an ex- 
planation of his action in the matter. He was 
quick to deny the theories above, and frank to 
gay that he had no other object in making the 
motion than to secure the building of the Court- 
House at once. He said he was satisfied that, if 
the superintending of the excavation had 
been left to the Building Committee, the 
work would not be done, from the fact that a 
majority of the Committtee were opposed to 
building the Court-House at present; hence bis 
motion to add the Committee oan Public Service 
to superintend the work. 8 

The vote by which the Public-Service Commit- 


tee was added was as follows, as appears from 


the record: 
Yeas—Busse, Carroll, Conly, Crawford, Herting 
Johnson, Jo Lonergan, MocOaffrey, Russell, 


Schmidt, Burdick—12. 
Naye—Olough, Guenther, Holden —3. 


A glance at the vote creates a conflict between 
Commissioner McCaffrey's theory and the facts, 
for it appears that a majority of the Public 
Building Committee (Burdick, Schmidt, aud 

) voted yea upon the Commission- 
ers motion, which it is reasonable to believe 
they would not have done if they had been op- 
posed to the erection of the Court-House. 

That there is something behind the whole 
transaction unexplained seems very apparent. 
The fact that the Public Service Committee was

The Resolutions Not Adopted. 


For several days past it has been a notorious 
fact that a desperate effort was about to be 
made to regurrect and rejuvenate the Jefferson- 
ian Club which suddenly sprung into existence 
acouple of months ago, and which with equa! 
quickness faded and paled in the face 
of the noisier and more bibulous. or- 
ganization koown as the ‘‘Cosmops.” Just 
how to commence the work was discussed freelv, 
and how it could be carried out was a question 
of suil greater importance. Finally, however, 
it was agreed that the best thing for the Club to 
do under the circumstances would be to step 
aside momentarily from its line of warfare on 
the Republican party, and to lose sight of its 
ambition to fill all the offices from Roadmaster 
to President, and 

STRIKE SOME QUESTION 
of the hour that would tend to popularize the 
Club and give ita bold upon the affections of 
the people, irrespective of party. Aftes a great 
deal of whispering and planning, the devising 
and fulfilling of the revivifying scheme was left 
to the hands of J. R. Doolittle, Jr., and Senator 
Miles Kehoe. They pondered over the situation 
early and late, consumed much of their precious 
time, lost many bourse of sleep, and sacrificed 
much of their mental energy and political as- 
tuteness, before reaching any plan that bore to 
them the semblance of feasibility. “ Where 
there's a will there's a way,” was their motto, 
and, laboring to that end, a 
PLAN WAS FINALLY REACHED, 

80 COMprebensive in its nature, so general in ita 
beal ing. and s0 pronounced in its character, that, 
as they put their heads together in scanning and 
weighing it, they were themselves transformed 
and could see the muscles of the “ putrid rem- 
imscence ” quiver, as it were, from the coming 
electric shock that should give it new life and 
hasteu the return to itof the good old days of 
yore. 

A meeting of the Council of One Hundred 
of the Club was called as soon as the pians were 
perfected, and last eveuing in response sixteen 
of the rank and file headed by Doo- 
httle and Kehoe met very secretly 
at the Sherman House. The meeting was calied 
to oder by placing Bervard Callahan in the 
chair, and John Hise did the duties of Secretary. 
No one, save a select few, appeared to know 
anything about the object of tae mecting, and, 
to save its having a cut and died appearance, 
some routine work was transacted as iotro- 
ductery to the great eruption which was 
to arouse aod intensify the Club to 
the realization of a nes life. This being 
turough with, Mr. Doolittle arose to sound the 
resurrecting trumpet, pulling from his pocket a 
page and a half of resolutioos. He read them 
amid breatnless silence, except the occasional 
screech uf thé reportorial boot which was tread- 
ing the roof or scaling the walls in quest of in- 
formation. 

TEE RESOLUTIONS 

were in effect that the late charter election was 
a fraud, and had been practicaily so decided by 
Judges Booth and Parwell in the quo warranto 
proceedings now pending; that further resst- 
anes on the part of the oy was inconvenient 
and expensive ; that the cat) authorities, there- 
fore, be requested to cease their coutention and 
to abandon any further action in the matter, 
which it seemed bad been so far carried on 
simply to retain themselves in office: that 
under the Constituuon, Art. IV., Sec. 28, their 
teaure of office could not be extended beyond 
the time for which they were elected; that it 
was expedient and necessary to hold an election 
this fall for all city officers, and at the same 
tame to submit the question of the adoption or 
rejection of the oharter of 1872 to tue people. 
The resolutions concluded with I to the 
city authorisies in so many words, I you do 
not accept these propositions, then we, the ‘ Jeffs,’ 
will join the Ciusens Association with our in- 
flueuce and means in prosecuting you until the 
quo warranto, you, and your officers shall be lost 
sight of forever by the edict of the Supreme 
Court.” 


MR. DOOLITTLE 
followed the reading of the resolutions with a 
vigorous speech in favor of their adoption, in 
which he argued that until the “Jeffs” gave 
the people to noderstand that an 
election was to be held this fall it would be im- 
possible to organize Ward Clubs, or for the Club 
itself to become sufficiently powerful to elect an 
Alderman, much less a President. 

W. 3. ONAHAN 
replied that he thought, in view of the want of 
a quorum, it would be better to defer action in 
the name of the Clab until some future time, 
and in the meantime have the resolutions con- 
sidered by a committee of five, to be appointed 
by the Chair. 

SENATOR KEHOE 
said it was worse than folly to defer action. 
Delays were dangerous. He was satisfied that 
the absent mem would favor any action 
taken, and he was tired of meeting and doing 
nothing. If the Club ever expected to accom- 
plish anything there was no time to be lost. 

AUSTIN DOYLE 
suggested that, so far as the quo warranto mat- 
ter was codcerved,in a few days it would 
assume new nhape, avd be in readiness 
to be taken to the Supreme Court. He was in 
favor of action on the resolutions, especially on 
the preamble, | ung deferred until that time, 
when the Club could act more intelligently aud 
to better effect. 

GEN. SHERMAN 


thought the resolutions might rest a week with- 
out spoiling, but he would not object to the Club 
declaring as ite sense that an election should be 
held this fall. 

After some further and exceedingly boisterous 
debate Mr. Onahan introduced the following as 
a substitute for Doolittie’s rejuvenating mix- 
ture: 

Heso ved, That it is the sense of this meeting that an 
election be held in November, according to custom, 
for the choice of city officers whose terms then ex- 
pire. 


This brought Mr. Kehoe to his feet. It was 
foolishness, nonsense, to adopt avy such reso- 
lution. The Constitution was 4 iittle 
ahead ot the sense of the balf 
dozen around him, and it said an election should 
be held. ‘To adopt any such resolution would be 
to make of the Jeffersonian Club a public 
laughing-stock, a E in which he was not 
prepared to place it. Ite principles were dear 
to him, and ought to be no lese so to all who had 
been nursed at the Democratic breast. He 
closed by moving to lay tue resolution and the 
subject matter on the table. 

A GENERAL HEUBBUB 
ensued, and for several minutes a dozen “‘ Jeffs” 
were trving to drown each other's voices, and 
the Chairman, in the excitement, was knocking 
to be heard and to preserve order, but to little 
avail.

ARRIVAL OF GEN. CROOK'S PARTY. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Camp Croon, Durack Huis, July 29.—Gen. 
Crook, Commander of the Department of the 
Platte. arrived ‘at this camp at 10 o’clock on the 
morning of July 28, accompanied by Capt. Pol- 
lock, of the Ninth Infantry. Maj. Staunton, with 
the rest of the party, remained one day at the 
infantry camp on Spring Creek, to gladden the 
hearts of the boys in bive with their regular al- 
lowance of new greenbacks, and to have a look 
at the reputed rich mines. The forenoon of the 
20th witnessed the arrival of this party, consist- 
ing of Maj. Staunton, ex-Maj.-Geo. W. T. 
Smith (whom Gen. Sherman goes for in his Me- 
moirs) and sop, Mr. George Wilson, of Chey- 

oe, Wy. Ter., and two gentlemen from New 
Yoris.by the name of Foster,—all of whom, with 
grand bear, elk, and bison hunt, on the great di- 
vide, 15 or 20 miles west of this camp. The 
party were escorted in by the famous Capt. John 
Mix, of the Secon Cavalry. The troops are 
now all paid off, and seven-up, poker, and whis- 
ky, are the order of the day. 

Mr. Jenney also returned to this camp on the 
evening of the 25th, from an extended explora- 
tion of the new guich on Castle Creek, where he 
found the largest party of bard-working miners 
that he has seen in the mountains. They have 
dug twenty or twenty-five ditches, and are prepar- 
ing to mine in the most approved modern fashion, 
Some of the ditches are 5 feet wide, 6 and 8 feet 
deep, and one-fourth of a milein length. Mr. 
Jenney reiterates his former statements in re- 
gard to the presence of gold in paying quanti- 
ties, though he does not wish the statement to 
be construed into a declaration that any one can 
make even good wages with a pan or rocker, but 
that, with improved enginery and water-power,

Pollock, of the Ninth 
Infantry, will be p in command of three 
companies ; and, while his own company is sta- 
tioned at the corral at Camp Harney as a guard, 
one com of cavalry willeweep through the 
Hills and gather the miners, and another com- 
pany of cavalry will guard them out of the ooun- 
try. Yet still they come pouring in. The day 
after Camp Harney was abandoned by the cav- 
alry, a train of seventeen wagons and a large 
number of men moved in and took possession 
of the old corral, and proceeded to look about 
for gold-prospects. The party is from Yankton. 

There are the most convincing reasons before 
us that a portion of the press, in fanning the 
flame of these gold-discoveries into the gross 
exaggerations that have already begun to reach 
us, is doing

for, while a sensible man may, by a plain state- 
ment of facts, be convinced that he had better 
remain at home, he will be entirely upset by 
glowing and flaming accounts, and led into the 
most erratic of human absurdities.

but it is the seductive siren that lures the inex- 
perienced mau of substance to financial destric- 
tion; and this lond-monthed biatancy of some 
newspapers, in pushing these stories beyond the 
bounds of common sense, as well as beyond the 
pale of truth, is to be seriously deprecated.

GEN. CROOK’S PROCLAMATION. 
Special Correapondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
Camp OCrooxz, Lack HAI Aug. 1.—The fol- 
lowing is the proclamation issued by Gen. Crook 
to the miners in the Black Hills, and it is a doc- 
ument that will commend itself to every reader, 
as coming from a source of more than ordinary 


executive ability: 
PROCLAMATION, 

Wurm, The President of the United States has 
directed that no miners or other unauthorized citizens 
Shall be allowed to remain in the reservation of the 
Black Hills, or in the unceded territory to the west, 
until some new treaty-arrangements have been made 
with the Indians ; and 

WHEREAS, By the same authority, the undersigned 
is directed to cecupy said reservation and territory 
with troops, and to remove all miners or other un- 
authorized citizens who may now be in, or may here- 
after come into, this country ia violation of the treaty- 
obligations : 

Tkerefore, The undersigned hereby requires every 
miner or other unauthorized citizen to leave the terr:- 
tory known as the Black Hills, the Powder River, and 
Big Horn country, by or before the 15th day of August 
hext, He hopes that the good sense and law-abiding 
disposition of the miners will prompt them to obey 
this order without compelling a resort to force. 

It is suggested that the miners now in the Hills ae 
semble at the military post about to be established at 
Carup Haruey, near the stockade on French Creek, on 
or before the 10th day of August; that they there and 
then hold a meeting, and take such steps as may seem 
best to them, by organization and drafting of proper 
resolutions, to secure to each, when this country shall 
have been epened, the benefit of his discoveries and 
the labor he has y expended.

The great abundance of game affords the best 
possible amusement for officers and men, and 
we are all gettmg fat on venison-steak. Fish 
are also abundant, the largest of which are 
suckers, that bite at a grasshopper-bait with 
great avidity, and that weigh from 1 to 2 pounds. 
The other main variety is the large horned dace. 
Nota trout has yet been found in any of these 
streams. Grouse are quite numerous and are 
very tame; bat, as large game is so plenty, they 
are not hunted any. 

Gen. Crook and party returned from their 
hunt last evening, bringing with them twenty- 
nine deer, one elk, and one mcuntain-sheep. 
The time consumed in hunting was no more than 
one day and a half, the remainder of the time 
being consumed in traveling to and from the 
huating-ground. The sport was very exciting, 
and the party returned to-day with regres that 
they cannot remain a few days longer to enjoy 
this delightful climate and continue the hunt. 

A FEW BUFFALO 

have been seen, and some shots have been fired 
at them; but none have yet been killed. As 
there have been no buffalo on the plain sur- 
rounding the Hilis for a number of years, there 
is some ground for the belief that these animais 
have remained in tne Hills since they became 
extinct on the plain, and they are described as 

ing smaller and of a darker color than the buf- 
falo of the plain. Gen. Crook talked to the 
miners on Spring Creek on his way out, and they 
a!l expressed themselves perfectly willing to go 
if no others were to be allowed to come and take 
their claims. 

The Topographical Engineers, Dr. Magiily- 
cuddy, Lieut. Foster, and Lieut. Morton, with 
the Astronomer, Capt. Tuttle, and the Assistant 
Geologist, Mr. Newton, all put in an appearance 
at Camp Crook on the 29th, and, after taking 
one day's rest, have gone again. Lieut. Magil- 
lycuddy will topog Spring Creek, and. Lieut, 
Morton will work up the Rapid. It was through 
the presence of these gentlemen that we learned 
that the elevation of this camp is oaly 4,700 feet. 
These two last-named gentlemen, and Mr. New- 
ton and Capt. Tuttle, succeeded in climbing to the

and discovePed, by actual measurement, that 
the peak climbed by Gen. Cluster, in 1874, was 
not Harney’s.

Tuttle selected a smooth place on the eastern 
face of Tower Rock, and painted in red the signs 
of the Zodiac and a large red cross; aud the 
whole party wrote their names, and inelosed the 
paper in a pint- lack, and secured it ou the rock 
for the benefit of future explorers.

Wartenrnoo, Ia., Aug. 9.—One of the interest- 
ing features in the trip from Chicago to North- 
ern Iowa, over the Lllinois Central Through 
Line,” is the thrift and present evidence of 
growth in the new towns on the Chicago & Iowa 
Road. It will be diflicult to find as many new 
buildings in process of erection in the same 
number of towns in any other portion of Iowa. 
Evidently these stations have been well located 
for business, and the crops indicate that the 
farming districts are abundantly capable of sus- 
taining the towns. The tecent rains have in- 
jured the standing grain cousiderably, but the 
chief loss will be the extra expense incurred in 
harvesting copsequent upon the tangled con- 
dition of the grain. The unharvested grain 
seems to be chiefly oata. The crop is abundant, 
and hence suffered the more by the storms. In 
Towa, on the Illinois Central Railroad, the wheat 
bas suffered by blight; and in this county, 
(Blackhawk), it will not be over half a, crop. 
Some fields, I am told, will not pay for barvest- 
ing. Oats are a heavy growth, but badly lodged. 
Many fields have to be cut with the mower, and 
then they can cut only on two sides of the grain. 
The yield will unquestionably be very large. 
Barley ia light; but corn is simply enormous 
though late. If the frost does not come too éarly, 
the yield will be heavy. Grass is all that can be 
desired; and, on the whole, the farmers will 
reaparich return for their labor this year in 
this portion of this fertile and wealthy State.

ROAD-MAKING BY MACHINERY. 


The trial of road-making machines and imple- 
ments competing for the premium of $100 offer- 
ed by the State Board of Agriculture was fin- 
ished yesterday, at Roberts, Lil., after a spirited 
contest between four of the six machines enter- 
ed. These were the Maywood scraper, the 
Wauchope grader and ditcher, the Foreman ma- 
chines, and the Barton machine. The Maywood 
Company, with five men, ten horses, four scrapers, 
and a plow, finished their road, one-fourth of a 
mile, in nine hours; the Wauchope machine, with 
two men and eight borses, completed the same 
length of toad in nine and one-fourth hours; 
the Foreman machines, with six to eight men 
and twelve horses, finished their task in one and 
a half days; and the Barton machine withdrew 
at the end of thirteen hours, leaving a fair road,

THE GENERAL PLAN 


pursued by the Board, I transcribe the follow- 


ing resolutions, adopted Juno 2: 

Resolved, That the different social organizations of 
the State—Masonic, Odd-Feilows, Patrons of Husband- 
ry, Turnverein, Knights of Pythias, Good Templars, 
and others—be invited to co-operate with the Board of 
State Managers in the effort to secure s full and cred- 
itable exhibition of Kansas products at the Centennial 
Exposition in 1876, and in raising the funds necessary 
to secure such a collection of products, and erecting a 
building on the Centennial grounds for their exhibi- 


on. 

Resolved, That circulars, stating briefly the plans 
and purposes of the Board of General Managers, shall 
be addressed by the Secretary to prominent citizens 
in each county of the State, asking their co-operation 
in the effort to secure a full collection of, Kansas prod- 
ucts for exhibition at Philadelphia, and in collecting 
fuuds for the erection of a suitable exhibition-build- 
ing in Fairmount Park, County orgamzations will 
consist of seven members, who will elect their own 
officers.

Second—The photographs should be mounted, but 
not framed, uniform 11 inches by 14 inches, with 
name of object taken, date aud name of artist dis- 
tinctly affixed, To be marked “ Centennial Speci- 
mens,” and sent to the Secretary, at Topeka. 

Third—The views accepted by the Managers for 
exhibition at Philadelphia will be kept as the property

THE BUILDING, 
several times mentioned above, is to be in every 
way worthy the time and place. At first it was 
a matter of much doubt whether or no Director- 
General Goshorn would allow Kansas an inde- 
pendent position in Fairmount Park, but, after 
much earnest solicitation on the part of our 
Managers, who felt how infinitely better it would 
be for Kansas to stand alone in her glory, a very 
desirable location was secured, near the Park's 
centre, just where the concourse of pilgrims will 
always be greatest. The building itself will pe 
constructed, for the most part, of wood and 
glass, with plan designated substantially as a 
Greek cross.” The length of each transverse 
section will be 132 feet, width 40 feet, and height 
27 feet. This gives about 1,000 square yards as 
floor-room. A 12-foot porch will surround the 
entire structure, aud heavy glazing just above 
the porch, under the eaves, will serve to 
light the mterior. The centre of the 
floor is to be occupied by an artistic 
fountain and aquarium, exbibiting, in the most 
advantageous mauner, the various stones, min- 
erals, and plants ot the State, together with 
such varieties of fish and other water-animals as 
may be able to survive a change of climate and 
condition.

LITERATURE. 


JOURNALIOM, By Cn F. WINGATE, New York: 
F. B. Patterson, 


While Mr. Reid, Mr. Croly, and other experi- 

enced conductors of the daily press, have been 
discussing the utility of a school of journalism, 
Mr. Wingate has been busy producing a work 
that will answer an excellent purpose as a text- 
book for those who would learn the theorv and 
practice of newspaper-making. He has, by the 
popular process of interviewing, drawn from 
the most distinguished members of the Ameri- 
can press their opinions upon the province, the 
character, the progress, and the future promise, 
of modern journalism. Ali topics have been 
touched, by one or another speaker, that have 
any bearing upon the aim and the scope of 
the daily newspaper, and upon the best and 
most successful methods by which it may be 
raised to the highest point of usefulness and of 
prosperity. Ia cases where the views of promi- 
nent journalists were not elicited or obtained in 
the direct, colloquial form. of the interview, a 
fair presentation of them has been secured 
through extracts from editorials, essays, and 
addresses. and thus Mr. Wingate has been able 
to enrich bis book with the fruits of the wisdom 
and experience of the Nestors and the Massenas 
of the editorial staff of the United States. 
On most of the important features of the sub- 
ject of journalism, there has been a striking 
uniformity of expression. among the various 
authorities consulted. Aithough they have de- 
clared without dissent that there is no science 
of journalism, they have yet united in enunciat- 
ing certain rules and principles that lie at the 
basis of their profession and must ever 
guide and control their legitimate action, Where 
natural laws regulating the course of events 
have been discovered and defined, there exist 
the elements of a science that may be written 
out and demonstrated. As there has lately been 
founded a science of religion that is acknowl- 
edged to have a sound basis by acute thinkers, 
50, it seems to us, there miy be established a 
science of journalism. Many of the gentlemen 
answering to the questions of Mr. Wingate un- 
hesitatingly assert that journaliem is an art, but 
not a science. Wherever there is an art there 
lies a science underneath it on which it depends 
for support, and the truths and deductions that 
have been so many times reiterated in this vol- 
ume show that the art of journalism rests upon 
invariable rules and tenets that may be formu- 
lated and studied as a science. 


harmony of the principles expressed by the 
great exponents of journalism in America the 
pure and lofty tone that marks their sentiments 
almost without exception. Those who take a 
depressing view of the moral character and 
tendency of the daily press will be encouraged 
to learn, fromthe earnest utterances recorded 
here, how true and strong a sense of their duties 
and responsibilities as teachers of the people 
the great body of the editorial fraternity enter- 
tain. Human nature is frail and succumbs 
easily to temptation, but it is assuring to know 
that the men who dictate the policy and guide 
the course of the most influential papers of the 
country have an enlightened and elevated idea 
of their office, and labor diligently to maintain 
its dignity and integrity. To use the great 
power at their command to serve the highest 
interests of their readers is the honest purpose 
of most of them, and for this noble intention, in 
the majority of cases so amply carried out, they 
deserve the confidence and respect of the public. 

Nearly all the persons standing in the front 
rank of American journalism are represented in 
Mr. Wingate’s volume. Henry Watterson, of 
the Lonisville Courier-Journal, heads the list, 
and is followed by Whitelaw Reid, of the New 
York Tribune; Samuel Bowles, of the Spring- 
field Republican; William Cullen Bryant, of the 
New York Post; Charies A. Dana, of the Sun; 
the late Henry J. Raymond, of the New York 
Times; Horace White, of Taz Curcaco Ta- 
UNE; David G. Croly, of the New York Graphic ; 
J. C. Goldsmith, of Frank Leslie’s Illustrated ; 
Murat Halstead, of the Cincinnati Commercial ; 
Frederick Hudson, of the New York Herald; 
Mrs. Jennie C. Croly (“Jennie June); Horace 
Greeley; R. R. Bowker, of the New York Mail ; 
William Hyde, of the St. Louis Republican; E. 
L. Godkin, of the Nation; Manton Marble, of 
the World, etc., etc. The catalogue of names 
includes about thirty. 

Some of the most shrewd and sensible remarks 
put forth in the volume are delivered in the 
plain, pithy words of Henry Watterson. The 
power ofimpersonality in journalism, he says, 
is the power of the brave, earnest, and thor- 
oughly-equipped mind, which forgets itself, 
which igvores itself, and goes in to accomplish 
results not in its own exaltation, but for pur- 
poses cherished beyond its exterior belongings, 
conscious at all times of an assured position, and 
wasting none of its energies and its time upon 
the fever and the worry and the fret of aspira- 
tions which, like water, are pretty sure to settle 
themselves, and, like fire, won’t do to be tam- 

ered with. There is a pretense of this sort of 

impersonality in the London press, but only a 
pretense. The reality, which is a power in every 
walk of life, is rarely found avywhere. Mr. 
Schurz, as a statesman, seems to me to have it. 
Mr. Jefferson, the comedian, has it. Gen. Lee, 
as a soldier, had it. Mr. Lincola had it 

Q.—“* Do you know of many newspaper ex- 
amples of it? 

A.—“ Not many. Horace White, of Chicago, 
has it. I think William Hyde has it. In- 
deed, it is less rare among us than it is in 
England, where it is chiefly developed among 
scientific men. Old Michael Faraday was a great 
example, Huxley, and Herbert Spencer, and 
Tyndali,—all of whom 1 have bad the pleasure of 
meecting,—suggest it. We surpass the English 
in journalism as the English surpass us in fiction. 
The English are born novelists. bora 
journalist is a Yankee * 

Mr. Watterson criticises the Euglish press un- 
spariugly, and is answered by Mr. Smalley, the 
London correspondent of a New York journal, in 
an interesting letter acknowledging the weak- 
nesses of the English pee. and ially of 
the London Times, but valiantly defending them 
against certain hasty accusations of their harsh 
censor. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid asserts in the beginning of 
his conversation the fuodamental position 
that The essence, the life-biood,

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Mr. Samuel Bowles states the same propo- 
sition in more concise terms: Not to attempt a 
nice definition, we might say that was the most 
successful which lays before ite readers the 
highest class of news, most intel 
gently diseriminated and nicely set forth, 
and which cultivates a taste for such among its 
readers.”” William Cullen Bryant remarks, in 
pursuance of the theme, that the news should 
be given, of course, with careful attention as to 
its accuracy, and an equal careful avoulance of 
indecent details, and attacks on private charac- 
ter, and intrusions into privato life. Exaggera- 
tions for the sake of attracting attention are a 
kind of petty lying, and degrade the character 
of the journal in which they appear. The same 
conscientiousness should govern all the com- 
ments made ou the events of the day and public 
measures. They should be fair and just, and 
look to the publie good.” Mr. Dana observes : 
A journalist should cater to the largest interests 
in preference to the small and local ones. The 
choice of selecting news is to be decided not by 
its being local or cosmopolitan in char- 
acter, but by its attractions to generul 
humanity.” Mr. Halstead gays: * My 
notion of the duty of sa publie jour- 
nalist is that he should print, firstof all, the 
news; and next that be should speak of facts 
without favor; and that he should regard him- 
self as conducting a private business, never seck 
office, or place himself in tho position of a tool 
of politicians and the instrument of rings.” 
Finally, Horace Greeley, who, though dead, still 
speaks from beyond the grave in words em- 
balmed in print, declares; Ia my conception, 
the best use of a journal is to print the largest 
amount of important truth,—truth which tends to 
make mankind wiser, and thus happier. Other 
matters must also be prioted in order to obtain 
access to minds that would otherwise be closed to 
he truths thus commended; but the aim shouid 
be that iirst indicated.” : 

With regard to the character and qualifications 
of an editor-in-chief, Mr. Watterson wisely re- 
marks that he should have Intuitions rather 
than convictions: too often convictions imply 
obduracy, a dangerous newspaper quality. 
He should certainty be honest. Technical con- 
sistency is impossible in journalism. But if a 
man sticks to his intuitions, and is faithful to 
them, bis conduct will display a spiritual con- 
sistency—e sincerity of purpose—which, if he 
be a man of sense and popular sympathies, is 
pretty sure to hit the masses of the people 
somewhere not very far from taw.” In the 
opmion of Horace White: A journalist should, 
first of all, bea man. If the basis of a man's 
influeoce consists in following a crowd rather 
thao leading it, then does the basis of a journal- 
lat s influence consist in followiog public opin- 
ion rather than leading or seeking to lead it. 
1 An editor has no right to employ his 
columns for any personal end—either to advance 
himseif in public position or to gratify personal 
revenge. He has no more right to do this 
than a Judge on the Bench has to 
employ his writs and bailiffs for similar ends. 
Nor bas be the right to engage in 
any pursuit or enterprise outside of bis profes- 
sion which can bring his interests in antagonism 
to the public interests.“ Parke Godwin urges 
on this point: “ When a man assumes to direct 
the opinions and form the character of his con- 
temporaries,—when he voluntarily places bim- 
self in the attitude of a leader of the general 
mind,—he should,be compelled, by the force of 
public sentiment, to cherish habits of the strict- 
est accuracy and honor. We require of the 
preacher of the pulpit that be should not de- 
grade his office by inconsistencies of conduct ; 
can we require less of the preacher of the press? 

Bat one or two of the editors who speak on 
the subject encourage the idea of a school of 
journalhem. Saye one: I think that journal- 
ists must train themselves by practice in the 
several departments of the profession.” Says 
another: Give the boy a good academics! edu- 
calion, not omitting Latin and the modern 
languages, put him to writing wrappers on a 
lacge daily journal, and let him work up to the 
city department.” Mr. Goldsmith sketches the 
following plan of study for the tyro in journal- 
ism; Por style of writing, for form, strength, 
aud compression, study the broad-ax English 
of such men as Greeley, Cobbett, Dana, Cong-

Newman, Robert Browning’s prose, if you can 
get hold of it, Thoreau, Carlyle, Tennyson, 
Sheliey, and Thackeray, not forgetting Light- 
Horse Harry Wattersoo, who is a compound of 
Shelley, Steele, and Dick Swiveler. 
idea is, that successful men read a few books 
much. 1 do not think a man can read 
too much on subjects that affect the economies 
of life—Greeley'’s forte. You remember the 
anecdote of Daniel Webster wioning a suit 
by knowing all about a wmustard-seed. 
Well, Greeley and Franklin won moa's hearts 
by telling them something new about old work. 
They studied the science of common life. I 
would say, Go farther, aod study, as the Times 
sometimes studies, the little domestic econo- 
mies. The editor who will pleasantly convince a 
thousand women to throw away frying-pans and 
get gridirons will do as much good as he who 
advises a thousand men to vote for Paddy Teu- 
felsdroch for Alderman.” 

Whitelaw Reid relates an anecdote of bis early 
journalistic experience which is appropriate at 
this place: “When I wanted to leave country 
editing (on a country weekly newepaper) and be- 
come connected with some city press, I hinted to 
my friend and namesake, Henry Reid, now [late- 
ly} of Chicago, and one of the most trenchant 
writers in the journalism of the West, or of the 
country, that I didn’t want to do reporting. 
‘Youngster,’ was the conzolatory reply,’ ‘if 
anybody wants to succeed, he must do 
whatever work he can get to do, and do it 
better than it has been done. Report the law 
courts, fires, prize-fighta, anything they set you 
at, and do your very best everytime. That's 
what I did, and you have no right to expect any- 
thing else.’”

Accord- 
ingly, “Jennie June,” the well-known fashion 
writer, and Mary L. Booth, the editor of Harper's 
Bazar, have contributed the results of their ex- 
tended experience in the profession. Jennie June 
relates the following bit of personal history: It 
is nearly twenty years since I applied toa daily 
paper in this city for a place on its regular staff, 
— was refused on the ground of simple imprac- 
ticability. It bad struck me as strange that amid 
the multiplicity of papers and periodicals no 
one of them represented women, or the sub- 
jects that had special interest for women, and 
still believing that there was a place for them 
somewhere, wrote an article addressed 
specially to women, took 1t to a weekly paper, 
and boldiy (it really required some courage) 
asked the editor to make a women's depart- 
ment,’ and give me charge of it, The editor 
was a good and enterprising man ; it struck him 
favorably—he offered me $3 per week for a de- 

artment to be calied ‘Gossip With and For 
Ladies. Subsequently another paper offered $5 
for a column of ‘Parlor and Sidewalk Gossip.’

As we remember them, after this long 
lapse of time, the secret of their charm lay ina 
sprightly ease of style and in a sharp delineation 
of character. Since the issue of these and some 
other less known tales, all of which were written 
in her girlhood, Miss Kavanagh bas produced 
nothing save a biographical sketch entitled 
‘* Women in France in the Eighteenth Century.” 
A new novel from her pen after this protracted 
silence has revived pleasant recollections ot its 
predecessors, and been received, on their ac 
count, with cordial interest, 

The English critics have declared themselves 
disappointed in “ John Dorrien,” and regretfully 
pronounced it inferior to the early works of its 
author. But, putting aside all idea of compari- 
son with those which have gone before, and al- 
lowing the book to rest upon its own merits, we 
ha ve found it entertaining, and, indeed, more 
satisfactory in its final impression than the av- 
erage novel of the day. If a work of its kind 
can hold the reader's attention so close as to pro- 
vont all criticism during its perusal, it has ac- 
complished its prime object, which is to amuse, 
to divert.

In the list of the first members of the Roya! 
Academy of London stands the name of Angelica 
Kaufmann, a young artist of German descent 
aud the daughter of a portrait-painter. She was 
born at Schwarzenberg in 1742, but that she 
might have the best opportunities for training in 
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Rome, Milan, and Venice. At the age of 2 che 
was taken to London py an English lady of rank, 
and there her talents, her accomplishments, and. 
above all, her fresh, pretty face and her artless, 

iquant manners, gave her immediate celebrity 
in ber profession and an enviable position in fine 
society. When the Royal Academy was founded 
in 1768, with Sir Joshua Reynolds as its 
President, Angelica, although now but 26, 
was elected one of its Fellows. This distinc- 
tion, together with the pointed attentions of- 
fered ber by the esteemed head of the Society, 
gave rise to a general rumor that the fair An- 
gelica,” as she was commonly termed, had se- 
cured, among other triumphs of the kind, the 
heart of Sir Joshua, the first portrait- painter of 
his time in England. 

But no fate so fortunate as that of a happy, 
wedded life was in immediate store for the 
charming young woman who seemed to have in 
possession or in prospect every good gift that 
youth, and beauty. and fame, aod popularity can 
command. About the time that Angelica first | 
appeared in London, a Swedieh gentleman ob- 
tained, under the name of Count de Horn, a fa- 
vorable entrance into English society. Like 
other gay gallants, he paid assidvcus court 
to the fascinating artist, and finally” 
gained her consent to a Private mar-

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Horn was in reality the valet of a nobleman of 
high rank in Sweden, and that he had stolen 
from his master both the title he wore and the 
means to sustain it. Angelica was able to obtain 
a divorce from the wretch who had so cruelly de- 
ceived her, but it was long ere her spirit recov- | 
ered from the biight of shame and grief that op- 
pressed it. , 

Thirteen years after her first ill-starred union 
Angelica was married again, this time to a Vene- 
tian painter, named Antonio Zucchi, with whom 
she went to Rome. At the age of 65 she was 
buried with great pomp in the Imperial City, two 
of her best pictures being borne in the funeral 
procession in front of her coffin.
